had no superior ; he bad so limited his 
love of self, as to deprive it of ail those 
noxfoui nroponies, which render the 
selfikh mmd injurious to Its neighbour ; 
and whenever hi» own interoM», and 
tlioaa of any fellow-criaaturei tame inw 
competition, ho ulway» exambied hi» 
own right», and conipared them with 
those ^ othera, before be would give a 
preference to himselA or his interest» ; 
thi» conduct would »ecut«, in the firat 
plaee, atrict honesty in all bii iransac- 
tiene with hia nelghboura, humanity and 
urbanity towards bii equali, lymfwiby 
with aufferer», generoaity to inferior», 
and Indeed all that indn of virtues in­ 
cluded in the comprehensive comniand 
of our Saviour, of doing to othera, as 
we «ould they ahould do unto us i ibis
